EMPLOYERS STRIKE | 
TO WIN COLLECTIVE 
BARGAINING RIGHT 


} Ask for Same Recognition 


Employes Demand.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—A strike 
of 32 employers in the wholesale 
dry goods field; in defense of their 
right to bargain collectively with 
union employes, began today. 

The employers, members of the 
Downtown . Dry Goods Jobbers’ 
Association, announced that 500 
clerks in their shops had refused, 
through the Wholesale Dry Goods 
Employes’ Union, to recognize the 
association as their employers’ bar- 
gaining agent. 

“When employers refuse to rec- 
ognize the right of collective bar- 
gaining, the employes strike,” said 
a notice posted by each of the 32 
“striking” employers tonight. “The 
employers feel that the refusal of 
the union to grant them the right 
of collective bargaining likewise 
justifies the employers to avail 
themselves of the right to strike. 

“This firm has decided to strike 
against its employes until there is 
a recognition of its right to collec- 
tive bargaining.” 

To enforce the strike, said an 
association spokesman, the 32 em- 
ployers notified union employes that 
their services would no longer be 
required until the employers’ right 
to collective bargaining had been 
recognized.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20, — Sena- 
tors hopeful of compromising the 
bitter controversy over the * Su- 
preme Court precipitated by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, are expected to- 
take an active part Monday in 
hastening action in the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate on the 


Sumners bill, already passed by 
the house, to grant voluntary retire- 
ment at full pay for life to Justices 
of the court who have reached the 
age of 70, 

Several Senators “have been 
given to understand that if this 
bill is passed, there will be reason 
to hope that two and perhaps three 
justices of the court will take ad- 
vantage of its provisions and retire, 
leaving vacancies to be filled by 
the President and reducing corre- 
spondingly the number of new 
seats which he might create to the 
bench. 

When Representative Hatton W. 
Sumners, chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee and author of 
the bill, appeared before a Senate 
sub-committee considering the 
measure, he gave the impression, 
without of course even intimating 
he had consulted the justices ‘of 
the court, that they wanted the 
measure passed exactly as it stood. 
Asked if he would be agreeable to 
an amendment striking out the 


provision that retired justices could | 9°Y¥ 


be called upon to serve on the Cir- 
cuit bench, Sumners replied most 
emphatically in the negative. There 
is a question whether the statute 
would be constitutional without 
this condition, since it would then 
provide for absolute retirement 
whereas the Constitution says Fed- 
eral judges shall serve during 
good behavior. 


Opposes Any Amendment. 

Senator McCarrah (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, chairman of the Senate sub- 
committee that reported the meas 
ure favorably to the full committee, 
said today he would fight all efforts 
to amend the bill. 

“I. am opposed to any and all 
amendments,” McCarran _ said. 
“What we want to do is get that 
bill into the floor of the Senate at 
the earliest possible moment.” 

McCarran, who has so far taken 
@ non-committal attitude on the 
President's proposal to increase the 
size of the Supreme Court, is one of 
those hopeful of a compromise. Ab- 
other is Senator Norris, Nebraska 
Progressive, who has expressed se- 
rious doubts concerning the admin- 
istration proposal. Norris also is a 
member of the subcommittee. 

It is possible that the voluntary 
retirement bill could reach the Sen- 
ate floor by Tuesday. In all prob- 
ability it will preeipitate general 
debate on all phases of the issue 
raised by Mr. Roosevelt. : 

In particular in his appearance 
before the subcommittee, Summers 
was opposed to the suggested 
amendment which would have re- 
moved the provision requiring Jus- 
tices after their retirement to serve, 
on assignment by the Chief Justice, 
on the circuit bench.

CHICAGO, Feb.  20.—Herbert 


Hoover tonight called for “hands 
off the Supreme Court.” Address- 
ing the Union League Club, the 


former President said President 
Roosevelt’s court proposal has cre- 
ated the “greatest constitutional 
crisis in these 70 years” and has 
placed tke nation “face to face with 
the proposition that the Supreme 
Court shall be made subjective to 
the executive.” 

“Stripped to its bare bones,” he 
continued, “that is the heart of 
the proposal. And that reaches to 
the very center of human liberty. 
The ultimate safeguard of liberty 
is the independence of the judici- 


The “real issue” in the Supreme 
Court question, Hoover said, “is 
whether the President by appoint- 
ment of additional judges shall re- 
vise the Constitution—or whether 
change in the Constitution shall 
be submitted to the people as the 
Constitution itself, provides.” — 

“Open Above Board Method.” 

Declaring that the Constitution 
provides “an open and above board 
method” by which social changes 
can be accomplished, the speaker 
asked: 

“What is all the hurry in this? 
The nation is recovering from the 
depression. There is 10 emergency. 
Surely a year or two is no waste 
in the life of a great nation when 
its liberties are the stake of haste. 

“If historic liberalism cannot be 
maintained under the present pro- 
visions of the Constitution, I shall 
be the firat to support the Presi- 
dent in amendment of it.” 

Hoover declared “it is a magnifi- 
cent thing for the nation that the 
debate upon it (the Supreme Court 
proposal) has risen far above par- 
tisanship. The proposal is too 
grave to be dealt with on such 
terms. It is an inspiring thing that 
in this question the leadership to 
maintain the integrity of the Amer- 
ican form of government has been 
begun by eminent Senators belong- 
ing to the President’s own -party. 

Not Concerned With Party. 

“This leadership, which we all 
gladly follow, places this issue on 
the highest plane of citizenship 
without regard to: party, to parti- 
san politics, to personal ambition.” 

Referring to his own position, 
Hoover said: 

“As a method of spreading flow- 
ers over the termination of my 
party career, the opposition press 
insisted on electing me-to the of- 
fice of elder statesman. I have not 
assumed that high office. But at 
least, it marks the acceptance of 
the fact that the era in my life 
has:gone by when party aspects 
of such an issue concern me... . 

“I am speaking tonight not. as a 
Republican; I am speaking as an 
American who has witnessed the 
decay and destruction of human 
liberty in. many iands, who as 
President has witnessed the move- 
ment of these great floods which 
are testing 
built to protect free men.” 

Only. One Supreme Court. 

Turning to President Roosevelt's 
proposals, Hoover said “we may 
quickly dismiss the secondary 
parts. We can accept the view 
that justice would be expedited if 
we had more Federal District 
Courts, There may not be enough 
Circuit Courts of Appeal.

‘Plenty of Fraud’ Proved 
but No Conspir racy. a 


BALLOTS STOLEN, 
OTHERS CHANGED 


In Many Cases X Was’ Re- 
moved From Republican 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 20.— 
The defense rested case late this 
afternoon in the sé06nd vote fraud 
trial in United States District 
Court here without calling a wit- 
ness or even making an opening 
statement. It did so after the Gov- 
ernment had presented overwhelm- 
ing evidence of systematic fraud 
practiced in the Seventeenth Pre- 
cinct of the Twelfth Ward, a resi- 
dential district, at the last nation- 
al election. 

Attorneys for the seven defend- 
ants told this correspondent there 
was “no doubt but that plenty of 
fraud had been proven.” It is their 
contention, however, that the Gov- 
ernment has failed to establish the 
charge in the indictment that a 
conspiracy existed among the sev- 
en to deprive voters of their ballots 
for members of Congress and presi- 
dential electors. | 

Judge Merrill HB. Otis, however, 
overruled a defense demurrer to 
the Government’s evidence. Coun- 
sel for the defendants must rely 
now on placing their position be- 
fore the jury in the final argwu- 
ments which will begin Monday. 

‘As has been told in detail in the 
Post-Dispatch since the trial. began 
Thursday, the prosecution has 
shown that almost every form of 
election day .chicanery took place 
Nov. 3, last, among the tombstones 
at a monument factory which 
served as the polling place. 

Ballots. Etased. 


About 244 out of 578 reported 
ballots were “stolen.” Some were 
“written in,” others were converted 
from Republican ballots to Demo- 
cratié votes by the simple expedi- 
ent of removing the ballots from 
the ballot box and erasing marks 
on Republican tickets and putting 
similar marks at the head of the 
straight Democratic ticket. 

The ballots, obtained by writ and 
displayed to the grand jury which 
returned the indictments and to the 
jurors hearing this case plainly 
showed signs of mutilation. They 
were effective silent witnesses, the 
more so when the actual count by 
the grand jurors showed they did 
not tally with the official figures 
given out by the precinct officials. 
No evidence has been introduced to 
show the election day clerks even 
went to the trouble of . counting 
them. 

This prima facie evidence of 
fraud was supported today as more 
than 30 witnesses testified they 
voted the straight Republican ticket 
and identified ballots which had 
been changed as those they had 
cast. 

Systematic Conversion. 

The systematic manner in which 
the ballots were converted was de- 
scribed by C. A. Appel, a specialist 
in the document laboratory of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
who had studied the ballots. Using 
enlarged photostatic copies of the 
ballots, he demonstrated that they 
were not altered individually, but 
that several would be manipulated 
at one time, crogs marks put on so

Wind. Disrupts : Telephone 
Service, Blocks Roads, in Three 
South Missouri Counties.

MARSHFIELD, Mo.,. Feb. 20.— 

A wind storm caused injury of at 

least: four persons, wrecked 20 farm 


homes, disrupted telephone lines, 
and blocked roads with fallen trees, 
in three Ozark counties late today. 

Charles A. Plank, of near Rogers- 
ville, .on the . Christian-Webster 
county line south of here, suffered 
internal injuries when his house 
collapsed. His wife, ill with influ- 
enza, on the second floor, was hurt 
when she was thrown out of bed 
into a field. 

Mrs. James Caldwell, 60 years 
old, who lives near Seymour, 10 
miles east of Rogersville, in south- 
ern Webster County, suffered a 
fractured hip and interna] injuries 
when her home collapsed. 

The three were taken to a 
Springfield hospital. 

The- storm doubled back north- 
west, after hitting near Rogers- 
ville, and struck a farm three 
miles southeast of Here, where’ 
Lorine Farr, 8, was crushed by fall- 
ing timbers. 

It then cut northeast, along the 
Osage River, across Webster Coun- 
ty, and dipped into northwest 
Wright County and wrecked several 
homes and barns. 

After striking southeast of 
Marshfield, the storm paralleled 
the course of a storm that swept 
through Webster County in March, 
1935, when four persons were 
killed.

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POLICE END SIT-DOWN 
NEAR WHITE. HOUSE 


Youth Congress Demonstration 
Broken Up, Two Leaders 
Arrested.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Park 
police broke up an American Youth 
Congress “sit-down” protest at the 
White House today, arresting two 
leaders and driving away a crowd 
of 2500. 

William Hinckley, 25 years old, 
and Abbott Simon, 21, of New York, 
were released on $25 bond for ap- 
pearance in Police Court next 
Tuesday on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. 

The police permit authorized a 
“moving parade” by the American 
Youth, through downtown streets, 
past the White House, in behalf of 
a bill pending in Congress provid- 
ing $500,000,000 for work and school- 
ing for young people. 

Simon, the organization’s national 
legislative counsel, said he and 
Hinckley, national chairman, sat 
down to await the arrival of a cov- 
ered wagon bringing up the rear 
of the parade with petitions to be 
presented to President Roosevelt. 

They were joined by about 500 
other marchers in South Executive 
avenue, back of the White House. 
The youths chanted “Pass the 
American Youth Act,” and declared 
they would “sit in the middle of 
the street” until the President saw 
them. 

Mr. Roosevelt 
agreed to see a delegation of 
leaders at 4 p. m. 

It took police half an hour to get 
the marchers on their feet and mov- 
ing. Each time the strikers were 
hauled to their feet they promptly 
sat down again. A girl speaker fi- 
nally was prevailed upon to disband 
the group.

— While its 
troops struggled bitterly to keep 
communications: and supply sys- 
tems at the city’s thresholds from 
falling completely into insurgent 
hands, Gen. Jose Miaja, Govern- 
ment commander on the Madrid 
front, issued an order today, mak- 
ing every resident a guard over 
the capital’s food supplies. 
Persons knowing of abuses in the 
handling of food and not reporting 


them will be charged with com- 
plicity and be subject to severe 
punishment; in the Government’s 
fight on food hoarders and specu 
lators of besieged Madrid. 
Fighting for possession of the 
Valencia highway still was the most 


se since ~ as of the 
war: Crossing the River, 
in the vicinity of San Martin de Ja 
Vega, insurgents were halted just 
short of Morata de Tajuna, which 
remained in Government posses- 
sion. 

The insurgent drive was an at- 
tempt to cut the highway at Perales 
de Tajuna, which would make use- 
less the detour roads over which 
traffic now is being routed. 


Effort to Free Highway. 
Late reports said Government 
troops were concentrating on an 
effort to recapture; Vaciamadrid. A 
position on a bluff there, the ad- 
vices said, would free the highway 
from enemy fire, and permit re- 
sumption of direct traffic on the 
Valencia highway. 
Eighty-five miles inland from 
Valencia, an insurgent air fleet car- 
ried out a 6-hour bombardment of 
Albacete, which lies on one of the 
main roads to the Hast Coast.

mission today fixed a valuation of}. 


$125,882,500 on property of the Un- 
ion Electric Light & Power Co, 
of St. Louis and two of its subsidi- 
ary companies, for rate-making 
purposes, in a rate and valuation 
case which has been pending since 
1928, but refrained from making 
any finding affecting rates or the 
rate of return the companies are 
legally entitled to earh, The syb- 
sidiarieg are the Cupples Station 


Heat & Power Co. valued at $860,- 
000 and the St. Charles Electric 
Light & Power Co., valued at §32,- 
500. The combined valuation of 
the three properties is $26,117,500 
less than the $152,000,000 set by the 
company, 

The valuation, made as of Dec, 
$1, 1935, is the first of the property 
since 1016, when the value was set 
at $26,000,000. 

Two of Five Dissent. 

Three of the five®ommission mem- 
bers, Chairman Sam QO, Hargus, 
John S. Boyer and Albert D. Nor- 
toni concurred in the order. Com- 
missionér W. M. Anderson wrote 
@ dissenting offinion, holding the 
commission should not have fixed 
@ valuation in the circumstances, 
which was concurred in by Com- 
missioner J, A. Ferguson. 

The commission explained that 
it made no finding as to rates 
or return, because rate reductions 
had been made at intervals Dy 
Union Electric since the case was 
instituted,-and the evidence showed 
that the company at the present 
time was not earning an excessive 
return on the valuation fixed. Since 
the case was begun, the order said, 
Union Blectric and its subsidiaries 
had made rate reductions totaling 
$2,000,000 a year. 

Commission engineers said the 
earnings of the companies during 
1935, based on the valuation fixed, 
provided a return of 49 per cent. 
The commission, in recent public 
utility rate cases, has held that 
utilities were entitled te a return 
varying from 6.5 per cent to 7 per 
cent, 

Case Dragged Nine Years. 

In various phases, the case has 
dracged along for nearly nine 
years, and is another illustration 
of the interminable delays in ob- 
taining decisions on public utility 
rates and valuations. It was 
instituted in June, 1928, with the 
filing of a complaint by the city 
of St. Louis that electric rates 
should be reduced, particylarly for 
domestic consumers. 

The order fixed valuations for 
property used and useful in public 
gervice, constituting rate bases, of 
$121,000,000 for electric property of 
the Union Electric Light & Power 
Co.; $4,000,000 for that company’s 
in 6st, 
Louis. It was estimated that 70 
per cent of the Union Electric 
property was used in serving &t. 
Louis. 

Union Electric operates electric 
properties in St. Louis, St, Louis 
County, Franklin, St, Charles, Jef- 
ferson and St. Francois counties, 
and the Lake of the Ogarks hydro- 
electric plant en the Osage River, 
It also controls electric property in 
lilineis and lowa. 

The Qupples Station and &t,/ 
Charles companies are two of the 
22 subsidiary, or affiliated com- 
panies controlled by Union Electric. 
The other subsidiary and affiliated 
companies were not involyed in the 
case before the commission.

tended the valuation for that part 
of the electric property in &t.

Action Begun in 1928. 

The present proceeding was in-. 
stituted in June, 1028, after the 
commission had called in Union 
Electric representatives to discuss 
whether electric rates should be re- 
duced, based on the company’s re- 
port for 1¥27, showing its earnings 
had materially increased. As a re- 
sult the company filed scheduleg 
reducing electric rates approximate- 
ly $600,000 a year and steam heating 
rates about $100,000 a year. The 
city then filed a complaint contend- 
ing the electric rates in 8t. Louis 
should have been reduced by $1,- 
400,000, and that domestic users, 
who were not benefited by the re- 
ductions filed by the company, 
should be included. 

As to Going Value. 

In its report and order, the com- 
mission did. not make separate 
findings . on. what it allowed for 
each of the various elements enter- 
ing into a public utility. valuation. 
In this connection the Union Elec- 
tric contended an allowance of 
$15,000,000 should be made for go- 
ing value for its electric and steam 
heating departments. The commis- 
sion held that it had considered 
this factor, but that it was not 
necessary to make a separate al- 
lowance for going value. in its de- 
cision on the valuation. 

Union Electric was authorized by 
the commission to set aside $1,710,- 
000 a year as a depreciation re- 
serve, for its electric property, plus 
3 per cent of the cost of plant ad- 
ditions and betterments since April 
30, 1935, and $75,052 a year, with 
the same allowance for additions, 
for its steam heating property. The 
Cupples Co, was authorized to set 
up a depreciation reserve of $36,822 
@ year, plus 3 per cent of additions 
since April 30, 1935. 

Rates “Satisfactory,” 
Although the case was inatitut- 
ed to obtain a rate reduction, the 
commission said the city of St. 
Louis had expressed “entire satis- 
faction” with the existing rate 


schedules. 

The order stated the Union 
Hlectric and its affiliates were 
operated efficiently, that the serv- 
ice was satisfactory, and that the 
vates charged “are among the low- 
est in the country.” 

"The companies should be com- 
mended,” the commission said, 
“for pursuing e policy of reduc- 
ing rates to promote increased use 
of electricity through new outlets 
and more diversified application, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
return at times is less than that 
legally permissibile.” 

In refusing any ruling en rates 
ef return, the order: said, “We 
would only suggest that. in the 
near future seme plan be devised 
whereby rates would he adjusted 
periodiaally en a sliding scale, per- 
mitting the consumers and the 
companies to share equitably the 
rewards accruing from the in- 
creasing use of the companies’ 
facilities by the consumers, and 
the increased efficiency in the op- 
eration of these .facilities by the 
management,”

Holmes’ Salary Cut One-Half. 

When Holmes resigned from the 
court in 1982, he received his full 
salary, But there was inserted in 
the econdmy act of 1933 a provi- 
sion that no retired judge should 
receive more than $10,000 a year, 
This meant that Holmes’ salary was 
cut one-half. <A year later there 
was a general feeling that this had 
been unfair and the provision, 
which applied only to Holmes, was 
repealed, Wederal judges in the 
lower courts have for many years 
enjoyed the voluntary retirement 
privilege at full salary, subject to 
recall for nominal duties.

The heavy work of the session 
has scarcely begun, and the 
President has given no indication 
as to when he expects to stop 
sending recommendations. -A mere 
list of his proposals thus far and 
the plans he ig known to have for 
the immediate future shows that 
this session has a mountain of 
work ahead of it. A 

Administration Plans. 

Here are the most important Ad- 
ministration plans which will 
burden the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives for the next several 
months: 


Reorganization of the executive 
departments; reorganization of the 
judiciary, neutrality legislation; 
crop insurance; farm tenancy re- 
lief; a $500,000,000 public works 
program; wages and hours legisia- 
tion; and perhaps a modified Guf- 
fey. bituminous coal control bill re- 
lating only to prices; possible 
changes in the present tax laws, 
and changes in the Social Security 
law.

Rosoff Known As “Subway Build- 
er of the World.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 20. — Samuel 
R. Rosoff arrived in the United 
States as a penniless immigrant 
boy. 

Born in Russia, the 11-year-old 
adventurer who has become 
known as “the subway builder to 
the world,” worked his way to 
England on a cattle boat after his 
father died. A cabin boy’s job 
landed him on the streets of New 
York in 1892. 

Since then, the city has grown to 
know him as a man never at a loss 
for words — or ideas to make 
money. 

Once accused of having political 
connections that enabled him to 
get controcts, the former news- 
boy, who hag often received the 
press in purple silk pajamas, said: 

“T am a member of Tammany 
Hall and proud of it. I am a 
member of the Republican party 
and proud of it. When I donate, 
I donate to both.” 

One of his boasts is that he 
never went to school a day in his 
life. 

He’s Got ‘What it Takes 

“T haven’t got an education. 
What I got is what it takes to 
make guys with an education do 
the jobs I want done.” 

His two sons, Stanley and Nat, 
go to Yale. 

After hawking papers, he became 
a railroad candy butcher and then 
raised a sunken vessel in the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. With the pro- 
ceeds, he bought Irish potatoes 
and went broke. He hopped a 
freight to New York, learned that 
contractors needeti 2,000,000 tons 
of stone for Cape Cod canal break- 
waters. 

With what his biographers call 
gall and promissory notes, he 
bought the waste material from 
quarries. 

“Before I knew it,” he says, “I 
head the market cérnered. I sold 
my stone for $20000 profit. That 
was enough to get married on.”

Endangers enhiipntdidaiin of Bench, 
Manufacturers’ Counsel Says.

NEW YORK, “Feb. 20. — James 
A. Emery, general counsel of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, asserted tonight President 
Roogevelts’ . proposed Supreme 
Court reorganization would destroy 
the independence of the “noblest 
judicial structure men have 
reared.” 

In a speech at the annual dinner 
of the Traffic Club of New York, 
Emery said: “No phrases and no 
explanations can conceal the fact 
that it is the independence of the 
judiciary, which next to their in- 
tegrity is their greatest virtue, 
which is at issue.” 

Describing as “our great traffic 
dispute” the long controversy as to 
the valid extent of the national au- 
thority to regulate commerce, Em- 
ery said that if the issue of na- 
tional control over “local produc- 
tion” be recognized “let the people 
give their deliberate answer.” 

“But let us never, under any pre- 
text however plausible, destroy the 
independence of our Judges, for 
that ends the court. The diference 
between amending the Constitution 
and changing its meaning by the 
selection of Judges disposed to 
write a new rule of decision 1s 
vital. It is the difference between 
making a rule and breaking a 
rule.” 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce Head 
Puts the Question, 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20. — Har- 
per Sibley, president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States, commented on President 
Roosevelt's court proposals today.

Indeed, if no major slip-up occuls 
in her plans, this airwoman, whd 
already holds many “firsts” in avi- 
ation, will be able to @ay that she 
achieved the first complete and ¢@on- 
tinuous world flight by following a 
route approximating thé equator ‘in 
contrast to the shorter top-of-the- 
world circuits made by her predeces- 
sors, 

On one score, of course, there can 
be no ar nt—Mise Earhart is 
the first women to undertake such 
an adventure and she will be the 
first pilot of either sex to fly a mul- 
ti-motored plane, of a type regularly 
employed on air lines here and 
abroad, without any one to. relieve 
her at the controls on the major 
portion of a round-the-worild-flight. 
In fact, her program contemplates 
that thé entire trip will be “solo” 
so far as handling the 200-mile-an- 
hour Wasp-motored Lockheed Elec- 
tra is concerned, although Captain 
Harry Manning, of the United States 
Lines, is to aceOmpany her as navi- 
gator on the 7000-mile crossing of 
the Pacific, This is the one phase 
of the 27,000-mile aerial odyssey 
which she feels she cannot accom 
plish alone.

Durkin 
said the strikers agreed provided 
the committee members were not 
arrested when they left the plant 
and held on contempt of court 
charges pending against them, Dur- 
kin said he gave them that guar- 
antee, ; 

From thé plant Durkin went to 
Fansteel headquarters to submit 
the proposal, but President Robert 
J. Aitchison declined to attend the 
meeting, saying the situation at the 
plant was so tense he could not 
leave. 

Gov. Horner{Calis Off Meeting. 

Gov. Horner announced imme- 
diately from his executive mansion 
at Springfield that the conference 
was called off. He said he had no 
further plans for negotiations, but 
would keep in constant touch with 
the strike. He said the possibility 
he would go to North Chicago to 
take personal charge of the dispute 
was “remote.” 

Later Aitchison said he desired 
to reconsider his refusal, and con- 
ferred again at length with Durkin, 
After the meeting he said he had 
received no assurance the confer- 
ence would not be attended by what 
he referred to as “professional out- 
side labor agitators,” and that un- 
less he had that assurance he would 
not attend. He telegraphed Gov. 
Horner he was ready to meet with 
a committee consisting solely of 
strikers. He asked the Governor 
also: “Will the court order for the 
restoration of the company’s plant 
be enforced by State and county 
officers?”

Hospital on Six-Acre Site. 

Regarded by many Negro medical 
men as the world’s finest hospital 
for their race, the new institution 
occupies a 6.3-acre site covering the 
double block bounded by Whittier 
street’and St. Ferdinand, Kennerly 
and Goode avenues, except for the 
northwest corner, belonging to the 
St. Louis Colored Orphans’ Home. 
This is in the heart of a large Ne- 
gro residential district. The hos- 
pital was named for Homer G. Phil- 
lips, Negro lawyer murdered in 
1931, who took a leading part in es- 
tablishment of the place. 

The buildings, with stone and 
brick walls, consist of a central six- 
story administration unit, with two 
five-story ward wings; an extensive 
two-story service structure, and a 
five-story nurses’ home and train- 
ing school, with attached apart- 
ments for the superintendent and 
medical director. The administra- 
tion building includes operating and 
X-ray rooms, laboratories, offices 
and internes’ dormitories. Receiv- 
ing facilities for patients are on its 
basement floor. The two ward 
wings are of similar design, with an 
out-patient clinic at the north end. 
The nurses’ home will accommodate 
146 students and graduates and, in 
a@ separate unit, 24 internes. In the 
service building are light, heat, pow- 
er, refrigeration, laundry, repair, 
storage, kitchen and staff and em- 
ployes’ dining facilities. 

Cost was divided as follows: Site, 
$290,000; service building, $530,000; 
administration building, $455,000; 
ward wings, $1,170,000; nurses’ 
building, $340,000; equipment, $360,- 
000; roads and walks, $15,000. Source 
of funds was as follows: 1923 bonds, 
$1,530,000; 1933 bonds, $845,000; 1934 
bonds, $180,000; PWA grants, $545,- 
000 received and $80,000 expected. 
There was a long controversy over 
the site and the question of sepa- 
rating the Negro institution from 
City Hospital, in Mayor Miller’s ad- 
ministration.

One of these earlier “Dear Mama” 
letters, written Aug. 30, 1906, telis

insecure. He wrote: 

“After you left, we had to sit 
here—virtual prisoners. How shame- 
' ful it is, even to speak about it! 
After killing poor Min those an- 
archist scoundrels, encouraged by 
their success, came here to Peterhof 
to hunt for me, Nikolasha, Trepov, 
Orlov and fat Prince Orlov. — 

“The ringleaders were arrested 
yesterday, which was fortunate in 
view of today’s inspection. But you 
will understand my feelings, my 
* @dear Mama, when I tell you I have 
been unable to’ go out riding or 
even outside the gate, and this at 
one’s own home—at  Peterhofg 
usually so peaceful! 

“T blush as I write to you about 
all this, so ashamed am I for my 
country and so annoyed that such 
a thing could happen so near 
Petersburg. Therefore we are very 
glad to be leaving tomorrow for a 
cruise on the ‘Standart,’ to be away 
from this humiliation, if only for a 
few days.” 

Assassination of Stolypin. 

In a letter written Sept. 10, 1911, 
Czar Nicholas told of the launching 
of the battleship Petropaviovsk, 
which, he wrote, “moved me s0 
deeply ‘that I almost wept like a 
child.” The same letter tells of the 
shooting, nine days before, at Kiev 
and in the Czar’s presence, of Peter 
Stolypin, Prime Minister of the em- 
pire, by an assassin, resulting in his 
death a few days later. This por- 
tion of the letter is: 

“At the theater (in Kiev), on the 
first, this dastardly attempt was 
made on Stolypin’s life. Olga and 
Tatiana (Nicholas’ daughters) were 
with me at the time.

“Olga and Tatiana came back 
into the box and saw what had 
happened. While Stolypin was be- 
ing helped out of the theater there 
was a great noise in the corridor 
near our box; people were trying 
to lynch the assassin. 

“I am sorry to say the police res- 
cued him from the crowd and took 
him in an isolated room for his 
first examination. He had been 
badly manhandled, however, and 
two of his teeth had been knocked 
out. 

“Then the theater filled up 
again, the national anthem was 
sung, and I left with the girls at 
11. You can imagine with what 
emotions! 

“Alix (the Czarina) knew noth- 
ing about it till I told her. She 
took the news rather calmly. 
Tatiana was very much upset, she 
cried a lot and they both slept 
badly. 

“Poor Stolypin passed a very bad 
night, and had to have several in- 
jections of morphine. 

“The next day, Sept. 2, I went to 
Ovruch, where the ancient twelfth 
century cathedral of St. Vassily is 
being restored. 


Barred From Sick Room. 


“I returned to Kiev the evening 
of Sept. 3, called at the nursing 
home where Stolypin was lying, and 
met his wife, who would not let 
me see him... . 

“On Sept. 6 at 9 a. m, I re 
turned from Techernigov to Kiev. 
Here, on the pier, I heard from 
Kokovtsev (Minister of Finance 
and Stolypin’s successor) that 
Stolypin had died. I went at once

Letters In Great. War. 


In the first of the wartime letters, 
a brief note written by the Czar 
Nov. 16, 1914, he said: 

“The news is good, thank God. 
The' Prussians are still holding 
ground, but their losses are enor- 


mous.” ‘ 

Dowager Empress Marie, then in 
Kiev, told in her letter of Feb. 1, 
1915, of military information  re- 
ceived by her from Dowager Queen 
Alexandra of England. This letter 
follows: 

“Aunt Alix wires to say they know 
for certain that the Germans in- 
tend to attack Warsaw this week 
and she hopes we are aware of it. 
I cannot refrain fram writing to tell 
you this, because her information 
has usually been correct. God grant 
that they do not succeed. Does 
Nikolasha know? (Grand Duke 
Nicola Nicolaievich, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Russian armies). 


Situation at Warsaw. 


The Czar replied on the following 
day: ' 

“Thank you very much for your 
note with the news from Aunt Alix. 
While I was at G. H. Q. Nikolasha 
and his staff were expecting the 
Germans to break through toward 
Warsaw at any mument, but, as you 
know, all their efforts in the battles 
at Boryimov and Volia-Shidlovsk 
came to nothing and they suffered 
heavy losses. They have trans- 
ferre? many, troops from there to 
East Prussia whence our army has 
withdrawn to our side of the fron- 
tier. 

“This is unpleasant, of course, but 
has no strategic impdrtance. A pos- 
sible success of our armies in the 
Carpathians is of far greater value.” 


Czar Commands Armies. 

From Russian General Headquar- 
ters, in May, 1915, the Czar wrote: 
“The Germans and Austrians 
have now received reinforcements. 
Several fresh army corps, among 
them the guards, have been added

German Peace Offers. 

The next letter from Marie, at 
Kiev, writen Dec. 6, 1916, was a plea 
to the Czar to remain faithful to 
the Allies, and to reject the German 
feelers for a separate peace, said 
to have the. encouragement of 
Gregory Rasputin, the monk, who 
gained a sinister influence over the 
Czarina and the Czar. The Dowager 
Empress wrote: 

“All of us here are thinking and 
talking of nothing but the German 
peace proposals. It is always the 
same thing.: He (the Kaiser) wants 
to act as peacemaker, throwing all 
the responsibility on us, if we do 
not accept. I do hope nobody will 
let himself be duped. : 

“T am certain that we and our 


4 Allies will remain firm and united 


and reject this generously proffered 
hand.” 


Murder of Rasputin. : 

After the murder of Rasputin, the 
night of Dec. 16, 1916, relations be- 
tween Czar Nicholas and his family 
became strained. Prince Felix Yu- 
supov, the Czar’s nephew, in whose 
house Rasputin was was 
exiled to one of his domains in 
the provinces of Kurek, while 
Grand Duke Dmitri Pavlovich, who 
was at Yusupov’s house during the 
night of the murder, was sent to 
Persia to do service with the Gen- 
eral Staff of one of the armies. Only 
the third man in the party, the 
leader of the extreme nationalists, 
Purishkievich, was spared. 

Shortly afterwards. the members 
of the imperial family addressed a 
joint petition to the Czar, begging 
him to pardon Dmitri. Nicholas re- 
fused, with the words: 

“I do not permit anyone to give 
me advice. Murder is murder. 
Moreover, I know that several 
among those who have. signed this 
letter have not got a clean con- 
science either.” 

The last phrase alluded to the 
plan to dethrone the Czar, dis- 
cussed at the time by some of the 
members of the imperial family. 

Empress Marie’s Letter. 

Empress Marie’s letter from 
Kiev, dated Feb. 17, 1917, read: 

“My Very Dear Nicky. 

“I have not heard from you for 
so long that I feel quite homesick 
and want to talk to yon, at least 
in writing. So much has happened 
since we last met, but my thoughts 
never leave you and -I can well 
understand that these last few 
months have weighed very heavily 
on you. 

“This worries and’ distresses me 
terribly. You know how dear you 
are to me and how hard it is for 
me not to be able to you. I 
can only pray to God you, that 
He support you and inspire you to 
do all you can for the good of our 
dear Russia. 

“As we are now preparing for 
Holy Communion, and trying to 
purify our souls, one should search 
in oneself and forgive, and in turn 
beg the forgiveness of those one 
may have hurt in any way. 

“I am sure you are aware your- 


self how deeply you have offended 
all the family by your brusque 
reply, throwing at their heads a 
dreadful and entirely unjustified 
accusation. 

Pilea for Grand Duke. : 

“I hope also witl all my heart 
that you will alleviate the fate of 
Dmitri Paviovich by not leaving 
him in Persia where the climate 
is so dreadful that with his poor 
health he will never be able to 
stand it, 

“Poor Uncle Paul (Dmitri’s 
father) wrote to me in despair that 
he had not even been given a 
chance to say goodbye to-him or 
bless him, as he was whisked away 
so unexpectedly in the middle of 
the night. It is not like you with 
your kind heart to behave in this 
way; it upsets me very much. 

“I had a small camp church 
placed here next to the green study 
-for this week so as not to have to 
go twice a day to the Ignatievs, It 
is very pleasant and cozy, so quiet 
and suitable. 

“I have asked the good old priest 
from .the Sofia Cathedral to come 
here, and am delighted with his 
services. I feel peaceful, with noth- 
ing to distract me, just what one 
si ega in preparing for Commun- 


The Last Letter. 


The last letter of the correspond- 
ence, written by the Empress Ma- 
rie, was dated Nov. 21, 1917. The 
Romanov dynasty had been over- 
thrown by the Kerensky govern- 
ment, which later had been ousted 
by the Bolshevik revolution. Nich- 
olas and his family were prisoners 
of the Soviet Government at To- 
bolsk, while Marie was in custody 
at Aitodor, her daughter Xenia’s 
estate in the Crimea. The old Em- 
press Dowager’s letter is full of ten- 
Mer personal expressions, from 
which the following are selected: 

“I think of you day and night. 
and sometimes feel so sick at heart 
‘that I believe I cannot bear it any 
longer. But God is merciful—He 
will give us strength for this terri- 
ble ordeal. Thank goodness you are 
all well and that at least you live 
together and .in comfort. 

“A year has gone by already, since 
you and darling Alexei came to see 
me at Kiev. Who could have 
thought then of all that was in 
store for us, and what we should 
have to go through? It is unbeliev- 
able. I live only in my memories 
of the happy past and try as much 
as possible to forget the present

“Misha has also written to me 
about your last meeting in the pres- 
ence of witnesses—and of your 
ghastly and—revolting departure.”

The 
Dowager Empress Marie survived 
her son by more than 10 years.

“Yes, I returned my contract un- 
signed and I guess it looks like I 
can hang up my glove as far as this 
season is concerned,” said Dizzy 
Dean, Cardinal pitcher, in a 
telephone conversation with the 
Post-Dispatch late yesterday, Dean 
Was speaking from the home of his 
brother Paul in Dallas, Tex. 

A brief note accompanied the 
unsigned contract which reached 
the Cardinal offices yesterday. In 
it Dean told Sam Breadon, presi- 
dent of the Cardinals, that he 
thought he was worth a “substantial 
raise” in salary and that unless his 
terms were met he would remain 
out of baseball. 

“And I meant every word of it,” 
said Dean in his telephone inter- 
view. “It was no publicity bally- 
hoo. I’m worth every bit of $50, 
000 and if they don’t pay me I ab 
solutely will not pitch for the Car 
dinals.” 

His demand for $50,000 was not 
contained in his note to Breadon, 
Dean admitted. : 

“They know what my price is 
It has been in the papers for sev- 
eral weeks. They don’t have to 
guess at it,” he added. 

“Are you asking for a flat salary 
or will you accept a. conditional 
contract—one based upon the paid 
attendance of the Cardinal club?” 
Dean was asked. 

“I want a flat $50,000 regardless 
of crowds,” he answered promptly. 
“And what’s more, when I sign my 
contract—if I sign, I want the 
newspaper boys to see it. No se 
cret signing. If they want to take 
a picture of it, that’s all right with 
me. I want the fans to know what 
I get. No guessing about it. That’s 
me 


“But, Diz, what makes you talk 
about hanging up the old glove?” 

“Because I’m pretty sure the Car- 
dinals will not .meet my terms, 
that’s why. If they don’t give in 
you can bet I won't, either, so it 
looks like I don’t play ball this 
season, 

“I didn’t use those words exactly 
but that’s the sense of my letter 
to Breadon, with the unsigned con- 
tract,” he added. 

Rickey in No Hurrying Mood. 

It’s not Dizzy Dean’s signature 
at the bottom of a 1937 Cardinal 
contract that is causing Branch 
Rickey his greatest concern today. 
He knows how easily Dizzy can be 
satisfied (just a little matter of 
$50,000), but he has another man 
to consider. 

When he was asked if a new 

proposal would be on its way to 
Dean immediately, Rickey said he 
was not at all sure what would be 
done. 
“You know, Mr. Breadon is still 
very much in the picture,” sug- 
gested Rickey. “Dean’s not the 
only person who has to sign that 
contract. There are two people to 
be satisfied and signed. And,” he 
added with some emphasis, “I’m 
not at all sure which will be the 
last to sign it.” 

Rickey didn’t elaborate on that 
statement but the logical conclu- 
sion is that President Breadon has 
set a definite limit. on what he 
will grant Dean in the way of sal-

F ALL those blowholes in 

Louis’ armor are still in exist- 
ence next June, Braddock may 
be conceded some sort of chance 
against hig prospective oppo- 
nent, who is almost ten years 
younger, is much bigger and 
faster and is a: two-handed 
puncher.

Occupancy of office space now 
stands at the highest figure ince 
Jan. 1, 1932. This is revealed in the 
Jan. 1, 1937 survey of the National 
Association of Building Owners and 
Managers, which show an office 


occupancy throughout the United 
States and Canada of 79.49 per cent. 
The survey is made public by W. 
M. MacLachlan of Detroit, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Renting, 
in the current issue of Skyscraper 
Management, official publication of 
the National Association. 

Réeturns for the Jan. 1 survey ex- 
ceeded even the record-breaking 
totals recorded as of Oct. 1. In 
all, 138 cities were included in the 
returns, of which 90 cities are in- 
cluded in the “city averages”—a 
term denoting those municipalities 
from which the returns are deemed 
representative. 

cated Vacancy. 

The indicated vacancy of 20.51 
per cent compares with a vacancy 
of 27.57 per cent in Jan., 1934, when 
what was probably an “all-time low” 
was registered, representing an im- 
provement of 6.96 per cent in occu- 
pancy. While the improvement 
over the October, 1936, survey may 
be regarded as negligible, inasmuch 
as it represents only a fraction of 
1 per cent, still it must be remem- 
bered that the Jan. 1 study is con- 
ducted during an off season in of- 
fice building renting. The October 
survey showed an occupancy of 
78.62 per cent. 

Perhaps the most significant por- 
tion of the survey is the percentage 
of vacant space absorbed since the 
peak in vacancies. Apllying the 
improvement of 6.96 per cent in oc- 
cupancy to the total area surveyed, 
this represents an absorption of 
25.25 per cent of the space that was 
vacant as of Jan. 1, 1934. 

The Jan. 1 survey covers 2350 
buildings with a total rentable area 
of 204,034,536 square feet, exceeding 
by more than 4,000,000 square feet 
the amount of space: included in 
the last previous survey.. The ex- 
tent to which the study has become 
more representative as to actual 
conditions in the industry is indi- 
cated in the fact that when the sur- 
vey was inaugurated on Oct. 1, 
11924 it included reports from only 
1105 buildings in 23 cities, with a

BUILDING ON LINDELL 


Structure Designed for Boule- 
vard, West of Sarah, Leased 
to Finance Co, 


The Francis Investment Co., a 
holding company of the David R. 
Francis estate, has completed plans 
for the erection of a two-story 
building of Georgian colonial de- 
sign, on the south side of Lindell 
boulevard, approximately 173 feet 
west of Sarah Street. It will be occu- 
pied under a long lease by the Se- 
curities Investment Co. of St. Louis, 
a finance concern which now has 
quarters at 506 Olive street. 

The building will be 60 feet wide 
and 60 feet deep, extending to a large | 
parking lot in the rear of the prem- 
ises for the convenience of custom- 
ers. The construction contract, 
awarded to W. H. and Nelson Cun- 
liff, calls for completion by July, 
1937. 

The lease was arranged by the 
Francis-Perry-Ruth Real Estate Co. 
The site, of the project is part of 
a vacant tract 258x213 feet, at the 
southwest corner of Lindell boule- 
vard and Sarah street, acquired two 
years ago by the Francis company 
from the Sisters of Mercy, a Cath- 
olic order, in exchange for the three- 
acre site of the residence of the late 
David R. Francis at the northwest 
corner of Maryland and Newstead 
avenues, 

The Sisters of Mercy are erecting 
a five-story residence for business 
women on the Maryland avenue 
block, which is that portion east of 
the Sacred Heart Convent. The 
Cathedral is directly to the south. 

The site of the building to be 
erected by the Francis interests is 
just east of that of the Socony- 
Vacuum Oil service station at 4144 
Lindell. Adjoining the latter on the 
west is the comparatively new 
building of James Co., distributery 
of electrical products. 

Regarded as essentially a site for 
a pretentious structure, the south- 
west corner of Lindell and Sarah,

AMENDED KOPLAR CO. 
PROPOSAL APPROVED 


Reorganization Plan Gives 
Bondholders Control of Hotel 


and Two Apartments, 


The amended plan for reorgani- 
zation of the Koplar company, 
which gives control of the Congress 
Hotel and the Senate and Embassy 
apartment buildings ‘to bondhold- 
ers and greatly reduces the inter- 
est of Sam Koplar, principal stock- 
holder, was approved yesterday by 
United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis. 

As drawn originally in 1935, the 
plan, contemplating formation of 
two. hew companies to operate the 
three properties, provided that the 
new stock should be held in trust 
for bondholders until retirement 
of the bonds and then distributed 
321-3 per cent to Koplar, 321-3 per 
cent to holders of preferred shares 
in the Koplar company and 351-3 
per cent to creditors. 

Amended Pian. 

As amended the plan provides 
that 40 per cent of the new stock 
shall go to bondholders, 351-3 per 
cent to creditors and 242-3. per cent 
to holders of preferred stock. The 
modified plan eliminates a provision 
for employment of Koplar to man- 
age the proprieties and also Kop- 
lar’s guarantee of new mortgage 
bonds which were to be issued for 
the present defaulted bonds. 

In all other respects the amend- 
ed plan is identical with the origi- 
nal plan. It provides for replace- 
ment.of $1,795,000 In first mortgage 
6% per cent bonds on the Congress 
and Senate buildings, and $544,000 
in first mortgage 6% per cent 
bonds on the Embassy, with new 
issues bearing interest contingent 
on earnings. Bondholders would 
elect three voting trustees, thus 
gaining control of the properties 
until retirement of the bonds. 

Claims Allowed. 

In approving the plan, Judge Da- 
vis allowed claims totaling $3,474,- 
722, including claims of hondhold-

Two-Story and Office Structure 
at 7166 Manchester, Owned 
by Dr. Henry P. Gerling. 


A two-story store and office 
building of attractive design has 
been erected for Dr. Henry J. Ger- 


ling, Superintendent of Instruction 
of the Board of Education, at 7166 
Manchester avenue. The building 
has a frontage of 86 feet and depth 
of 125 feet. The lower part of the 
front is faced with grey structural 
glass with black glass and alumi- 
num around the show windows. The 
upper portion is of grey brick, with 
brick pattern work, all designed in 
@ modern style. 

Financing of the structure was 
handled by the August H. Gerling 
Real Estate Co., 722 Chestnut street, 
agent for the property. The build- 
ing was planned by Ernest T. Fri- 
ton, architect, and erected by 
Smith-Cooke Construction Co. It 
replaces a structure destroyed by 
fire Feb. 10, 1936.

The first ia usually the adaptation 
of space requirements to the 
budget. The second is often & 
manipulation of rooms that pro- 
vides & certain amount of livability 
for the house. The smal] house 
rarely has a servant problem and 
so it behooves ‘the architect -to plan 
a house that is convenient and can 
be cared for by one person. 

The small house shown here was 
built in one of the subdivisions on 
the south side. The owners speci- 
fied a three bedroom house, a mas- 
ter bedroom and bedrooms for a 
boy and girl, The type house was 
adapted from the Cape Cod cottage 
since this particular style lends it- 
self so well to the small 
plan. 

The exterior presents a brick 
house Whose natural color has been 
untouched. Shutters, exterior wood 
trim, and siding in the gable and 
dormer havé been painted white. 
The slate roof is of a color that 
blends with the brick construction 
and a curving flagstone walk leads 
up to a good Colonial doorway. 

While the floor plan follows more 
or less the Colonial double-house 
idea there are a number of inno 
vations that add much to the liv- 
ability of the house. Since the lot 
is much longer than it is wide the 
house had to be planned along 
these lines. The attached garage 
has become an integral part of the 
house and is heated for winter ¢on- 
venience. The kitchen has been 
planned to be within easy access 
of the front door and of the dining 
room. This point ‘is very impor- 
tant where household care devolvés 
upon One person.

The central location of the chim- 
hey permits a céntrally located 
heating plant and this usually 
means more efficient heating and 
less duct work.

The responsibilities of the house- 
keeper, the report says, include not 
only care of children but purchase 
of food and supplies. Selection of 
a housekeeper presents difficulties, 
as she should be free from constant 
worry over her own problems and 
should have emotional balance and 
mature judgment, together with an 
interest in children and skill in 
handling them. Generally women 
selected are from 10 to 15 years 
older than the father of the fam- 
ily. °

Firm with $77,000 Claim Against 
A. M. Andrews, Describes His 
Alleged “Shrewd Device,” 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—The Chi- 
cago firm of Ashton & Russell, 
manufacturers of automobile parts, 
obtained an order from Supreme 
Court Justice Francis J..Caffey to- 
day to examine 45 individuals and 
firm representatives in an effort 
to break down the “very shrewd 
device” whereby it alleged that 
Archie M. Andrews, wealthy pro- 
moter, kept his assets “beyond the 
reach of creditors.” 

The Chicago company has a claim 
for $77,000 against Andrews, who 
counse] asserted “was and ig worth 
many millions of dollars.” Judg- 
ments in excess of $600,000 are out- 
standing against the promoter, the 
company alleged last week in fil- 
ing an involuntary pétition in bank- 
ruptcy against Andrews. 

The “very shrewd device” where 
by the promoter is alleged to have 
concealed his assets is highly in- 
volved, counsel said. A corpora-v‘ 
tion known as the A. M. Andrews 
Investment Corporation was organ- 
ized, counsel alleged, and to this 
corporation the Andrews assets 
were transferred. The stock of the 
corporation was placed in trust, 
and the beneficiaries named as the 
immediate members of Andrews’ 
family.

HB’ English! They are funny 

people in the matter of food, so 

we Americans think. The En- 
glish, however, are', perfectly sure 
that we're the funny ones in this 
respect. It’s strange, but waffles 
and scrambied eggs and sausages and 
griddle cakes and apple pie don't 
mean a bally thing to an English- 
man and he'd probably walk across 
the street to avoid a doughnut if he 
saw one coming toward him, 

But I someliow think that the 
Britishers have the edge on us in 
this outlandish victual business. 
What would you do if you were 
confronted all in one meal with lark 
pudding—yes, lark like in skylark— 
a saddie of mutton, and a side of 
Welsh mountain wether? (Note: 
Wether is a four-footed animal and 
looks something like a goat, but 
isn’t.) I don’t say that you wouldn't 
like such a meal once you got used 
to it, but I do think you’d have to 
get used to the idea as gradually 
as you'd have to get used to the 
idea of vegetables cooked without 
seasoning, fish served naked of 
sauce, and meats boiled until they’re 
like thin jelly. That's the way Mr. 
Englishman likes thoss departments 
of his chow and there's no arguing 
with him. He likes it fine and 
the rest of us are crazy. 

There are, however, bright spots 
to British cookery and I list a few 
samples that you'll be glad to know, 
There's English breakfast which is 
as follows: Stewed fruit porridge— 
which is a modified kind of oat- 
tmeal—a bloater or kipper, or bacon 
and eggs with grilled lamb kid- 


e neys. Smoked haddock often does 


time for the bacon and eggs and 
kidneys, and good runners-up are 
grilled tomatoes, bacon and potato 
cakes.

Kippers are little fish weighing 
about four ounces each. They've 
already been split, cleaned and 
amoked before you buy them. All 
you have to do is cut off their 
heads and tails and soak them 
in water for 10 minutes, Then put 
them in a creased baking pan, 
split side up, sprinkle them with 
pepper, and dot them with butter. 
Put a piece of oiled paper over 
the kippers, then bake them in a 
moderate oven for 10 minutes. 
Spread a fresh piece of butter 
over them before serving. 

—-0-0-— 

BLOATERS ALSO BELONG to 
the herring family and they're also 
smoked. Cover your bloaters with 
boiling water and let the pot stand 
for 10 minutes, Then drain and split 
the bloaters and lay them split side 
up on the platter. Douse them with 
lots of butter and put them in a 
moderate oven long enough for the 
butter to melt. 
quick. 

I'll be glad to skip the lark pile, 
but if you want a good, bang-up 
substantial lunch or dinner dish 
here goes for beef and kidney pie: 

Take off the fat from one and 
one-half pounds of chuck or round 
ateak and cut the lean méat in wal- 
nut sized pieces. Trim and slice one- 
half pound of kidney—you can use 
lamb or veal. Save the beef fat 
because you must brown the meat 
1 ‘dA onion—one medium sized onion 
will do—in with it. Next put in the 
beef and sliced kidney, searing all 
the surface of the meat as well as 
you can, When you've got this done 
put in one and one-half cups of 
boiling water, one teaspoon of Wor- 
cestershire sauce, and season with 
salt and pepper. Cover the pan and 
simmer for two hours, or until the 
meat is tender. If necessary add 
water from time to time during the 
cooking. Then mix two tablespooris 
of flour with cold water, making a 
smooth paste for thickening the 
gravy. After cooling put the con- 
tents of the pie into a baking dish 
and cover with pie crust or biscuit 
dough. © 

—-0-0-— 

Here’s the crust: Sift three- 
fourths of a cup of flour and one- 
fourth teaspoon of salt into a bowl. 
Then cut in one-fourth cup of 
shortening until all is well dis- 
tributed. Gradually pour in 
enough cold water, about two ta- 
blespoons, to make a stiff paste. 
When you've got the paste toss it 
on a floured board, pat afd roll 
out to a good thickness—three- 
eighths of an inch is about right. 
Then cut the dough to fit the top 
of the press the edge 
closely to the rim of the dish, and 
make a few ! -cisions for escaping 
steam, Bake it in an oven of 350 
degrees until all the crust is nicely 
browned. About thirty minutes 
will do the trick.

by IF YOU PREFER biscuit 

ough, here it is: Into one bow! sift 
the following: One cup of flour, two 
teaspoons of baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon of salt. Work into 
this dry mixture two tablespoons of 
shortening and enough milk—one- 
third of a cup, say—to make a soft 
dough. Toss this onto a floured 
board, knead it lightly, and pat and 
roll out to one-half inch. thickness.

ODERN flower growers, like 
M fond mothers, must launch 

their debutantes each year. In- 
stead of an. introductory ball to 
show off, these carefully nurtured 
buds are closely watched in 12 trial 
grounds, in widely separated parts 
of the country, for a year in ad- 
vance of their cqaming-out.- Twelve 
judges comprise the committee, 
which watches these flowers and 
scores their habita of growth and 
quality of bloom, and at last be- 
stows gold medals and awards of 
merit. The fortunate buds, which 
have passed this acid test, are then 
launched and acclaimed by the 
flower world, 
To the Marigold family goes the 
highest honor this year with Crown 
of Gold, a collarette variety receiv- 
ing the only gold medal bestowed. 
Deodorized marigolds have long 
been the dream of plant breeders. 


It was for an insignificant little 
wild plant from the Tibetan border 


of Central China to turn the trick 
and today become the father of 
a new race of marigolds, entirely 


devoid of the tiny oil glands in the 
foliage, which produced the family 
failing. After,four years of care- 
ful breeding Und selection, an ex- 
perimental farm in California has 
advanced this lowly marigold to 
the point. where it takes its place 
among the aristocrats of the gar- 
den. This ig a real gift to horti- 
culture, for no other annual grows 
more easily in all parts of the coun- 
try. Crown of Gold has a chrysan- 
themum-like head surrounded .by a 
collar of bread petals, all having 
the same brilliant orange coloring. 
The flowers are medium sized, but 
are produced on long stems well 
suited for cutting. One more thing 
to recOmmend it, is that this va- 
riety is usually an early bloomer,

NOTHER marigold of the dwarf 
Arencr type, Dwarf Royal Scott, 

was thought good enough for 
special mention. It grows only 12 
to 15 inches high, forming a bushy 
plant with flowers interestingly 
marked with bands of gold and 
dark mahogany. Like all the 
French marigolds, this one is very 
free flowering and adds much to 
summer bouquets.

N odd thing, the | pin. It 
A had its beginnings long ago 
mn it was used to make 
leather smooth, compact and fiat. 
It should be given another name 
now. As far as the kitchen is con- 
cerned a rolling pin should have 
nothing to do with leather. 

Let’s look at the pin. A smooth 
cylindrical piece of wood, glass or 
metal with handles at either end 
+ « « too simple a piece of equip- 
ment to be the cause bf so much 
grief, When it is handled 
a rolling pin has the 
magic that controls shape, color 
and flavor in biscuits, cookies and

~1a rolling pin it is because they mis- 


understand its reason for existence. 
The pin should do the rolling. 
While there are many definitions 
of the term “roll,” there is just one 
when it comes to roiling dough. 
» » » “To. carry onward with a 
steady, sweeping motion.” 

The cylindrical portion of the pin 
may be one with the handles, or it 
may be loose, If the pin is one 
solid piece the ease with which it 
can be handled’ depends on the 
smoothness of the handles. If 
made of wood and the wood has 
become roughened, rub the handles 
with wax or paraffin. When roll- 
ing the pin will turn easily, the 
handles loosely supported in and 
guided by the fingerg and thumb. 


—-0-0--— 


IF THE cylindrical portion is 
loose, the handles should be 
grasped firmly during rolling, but 
this firmness should be limited to 
the handles. Let the pin rest 
lightly on the dough. The natural 
roll of the cylinder will force the 
dough outward and onward. 

There are covers made of canvas 
for the board, and stockings made 
of knitwear for the pin sold by de- 
partment stores to make rolling 
easier. THese coverings are porous. 
When flour is sprinkled over the 
surface, the pores catch it and .-¢e 
sent an evenly coated surface to 
the dough. This helps to prevent 
sticking, and is of great value to 
a beginner. But an _ even, light 
coat of flour over the bare board 
and pin will do the same thing. 

The rolling process has a way 
of showing up weaknesses in mix- 
ing. Spots of dry flour and bits 
of shortening and unmelted choco- 
late show up with startling clarity 
and are often the reason for a 
bucky or sticky dough. But, if the 
dough ig good, and there seems to 


be no reason for the fact that it| 


refuses to roll you can be sure that 
it has stuck fast to the board 
somewhere. Loosen it gently with 
a spatula; reflour the board, and 
it will immediately become’ docile, 
and roll,as thin as you wish. <‘ever 
try to force a dough, 

—0-0-— 

THE STIFF DOUGHS, biscuits, 
pastry and some cooky doughs low 
in liquid, can be rolled successfully 
on a board that has been very 
lightly floured. When *a clean 
hand is laid on a lightly floured 
board, it will pick up every ‘bit of 
the flour from the place touched, 
These stiffer doughs will give a 
more tender product of a more 
delicate brown, if this scant flour- 
ing is used. Bigcuit and cooky 
doughs should be tossed or 
kneaded slightly; pastry should be 
pressed lightly into a _  gircular 
piece, before rolling. 

The softer ddughs, such as soft 
molasses cookies and sour cream 
cookies can be handled more eagily 
on a well fioured board. Chill the 
dough, take out on the board just 


a small portion at a time, roll very| * 


lightly to the desired thickness, 
and cut with a well floured cut> 
ter. Using a broad spatula, trans- 
fer the shapes to a‘baking sheet 
(ungreased unless stated other- 
wise) and bake as directdd. 

Some of the glass and metal roll- 
ing pins are hollow.

HE Lenten season is a good 
T time for soup. The weather 


drives us to the warm, sweet-. 


smelling kitchen, and cold, red 
noses sniff gratefully at a pot of 
simmering soup. 

The old soup kettle is more a 
memory than a reality. Good stock 
can be so quickly made with bouil- 
lon cubes or with canned broth, 
that this saving of work and fuel 
is really very sensible unless soup 
is served in large amounts every 
day. 

Clear soups made with a vegeta- 
ble or meat base, or a combination, 
are perhaps the easiest of all soups 
to make. They are liquid food in 
its simplest form. Just strain the 
liquor through a cloth, and heat it 
to the boiling point before serving. 

Thin cream soups sometimes 
cause trouble by curdling. Use very 
fresh milk or cream, heat it sepa- 
rately in a doublé boiler until it 
reaches the scalding point, then 
add the other ingredients to the 
milk. Blend well. Heat thoroughly 
but never boil cream soups. 


ENGLISH BEEF SOUP 

Four slices bacon, diced. 

One-half pound round steak, diced 
small, 

One tablespoon flour. 

One cup sliced raw onions. 

One cup diced raw carrots. 

One cup diced raw potato. 

One cup canned tomatoes. 

Six cups seasoned beef stock. 

Saute bacon, add round steak, 
and saute in bacon fat three or four 
minutes. Add flour, and stir well 
until browned. Add onions and car- 
rots. Cover and cook until slightly 
softened, atirring occasionally. Add 
remaining ingredients and simmer 
for two hours, Approximate yield: 
Six generous portions. If desired, 
two tablespoons sherry may be add- 
ed, or a thin slice of lemon served 
on each portion.

Of Instructing 
Child in Faith 


“He Needs This Quality in 
Himself, in Others and in 
’ God.”

F I could give a child just one 
| sic toward a happy life I 

would give him faith. First I 
would teach him to have faith in 
himself. He needs that if he is to 
try to do anything from tying his 
shoe to building his castle of 
dreams into actualities. Begin 
with little children. Give them 
things to do that are well within 
their power to do, so they can 
succeed, and so have faith in their 
ability to do what want to do. 

It is very easy to discourage 
child so that he loses faith in him- 
self and cries, “I can't.” Giving 
him things to do that are un- 
familiar and, therefore, full of 
fear for him, is one way. Always 
introduce new experiences cau- 
tiougly, and do not ask a child to 
try one out until he has seen 
something familiar in it. The fa- 
miliar ig always a help, especially 
the-one that has proved success- 
ful before.

NEXT, THE CHILD needs faith 
in other people. He cannot get 
along. without that. He has t6 be- 
lieve in the good intentions of 
those about him, believe in their 
word, and in their behavior toward 
him. He cannot live alone, he can- 
not be independent of people, not 
ever in all his life. This faith in 
their fundamental goodness ig es- 
sential to him, and he wins that 
faith with experiences shared with 
his parents, teachers and relatives. 

It is easy énough to cause him 
to lose it and set him adrift on a 
sea of uncertainty.

Guard 
your promises, guard your beha- 
vior, guard your thinking so as to 
preserve the child’s faith in you 
as a person who is to be trusted, 
therefore loved.

LAST AND ALWAYS, a child 
needs faith in God. God is a word 
for goodness, for truth, for beauty. 
Begin by teaching a child to look 
for the beauty that is everywhere 
about him in the growing things, 
in the animals, in the flowers and 
fruits. Teach him to look at the 
aky often, to marvel atits beauty 
and lose himself in its infinity and 
return to earth with renewed 
power and strengthened faith in 
the goodness of all that he sees. 
Teach him that wherever he finds 
beauty, truth, love, he finds God. 

You won’t be able to explain 
God. Neither will you be able to 
explain faith. There is no 6x- 
planation for either. “Faith is 
the substance of things hoped for, 
the evidence of things not seen.” 
God is felt, not seen, and the feel 
of Him cannot be spelled out in 
the terms of the laboratory. One 
takes Him on faithand one finds 
then something that comforts and 
satisfies him beyond all earthly 
finding. 

Teach a child then to have faith 
in himself, in his people, in his 
God.

and I have watched them in 

their homes and mine for many 
years. 

My first fish were sunnies and 
minnows from the little pool at the 
| foot of the family burying ground. 
I don’t remember why I went there, 
for ‘it was forbidden territory — 
Grandmother considered all swampy 
places unhealthy; and the darkies 
told long, shivery tales pf Great- 
great-aunt Eliza who dropped dead 
on her wedding day nearly 100 
years before and still came back to 
dance among the gravestones, and 
of a guest who came to. dinner, 
stayed 20 yearg-and then hanged 
himself in the attic, and, apparently, 
for lack of a better place to go, 
roamed the .burying ground with 
his head on backward. 

Neither do I know why I caught 
the fish. But I do remember trudg-

Don’t 
overfeed them one day and forget 
them the next. Then, if the fish are

you'll learn that fish aren't so dumb 
after all. -

“Doctors, Not Police, Should 
Handle Physical Check*Up 
of Autoists.”

MERICAN LAW enforcement 
A tenes to be spasmodic. In the 

field of motor car accidents 
some shocking event may 
cause an epidemic of sudden dras- 
tic rules, with the law breathing 
out threats against everyone who 
commits even the most minor in- 
fraction. 

Such railings have little effect, 
for before long the situation eases 
and things are allowed to go along 
in the same slack way as formerly. 
What is needed is to get to the 
root of the matter. 

A physical examination of all 
applicants for driving license is ob- 
viously fundamental. But as Dr. 
Lowell S. Selling of Detroit points 
out very sensibly, most of this 
loses its effectiveness because it 
is, in most communities, in the 
hands of the police or similar au- 
thorities, whereas it should be in 
hands of physicians. The police, 
who make eye tests and simple 
muscular co-ordination tests, are 
interested only in elimination of 
drivers, whereas a physician could 
be expected to be .interested in 
correction. 

—-0-0-— 

AMERICANS BELIEVE that if 
they are able to see, hear and 
move, they have a right to drive 
their own motor cars, and any in- 
fringement on that right is re 
sented. So a cursory examination 
which reveals some physical disa- 
bility, sufficient to be cause for 
refusing a license, but which has 
never handicapped the applicant, 
is disregarded and the driver drives 
anyhow—at least until he gets 
caught. Many physical disabilities 
are only temporary, due to nervous- 
ness or a passing emotional state, 
or can be corrected, and when this 
is in prospect rather than the rev- 
ocation of his license, the driver is 
much more willing to co-operate. 

A man, for instance, with even 


‘| so serious a disability as two arti- 


ficial legs, but whose mental atti- 
tude is careful and considerate, 
and who picks the kind of traffic 
highways which are suitable to 
him, is a safer driver than a 
harum-scarum and reckless irres- 
ponsible who has four perfectly 
sound members. 

The crux of the problem of re 
ducing automobile accidents is the 
greatment of the chronic offender. 
Those who have been in accidents 
more than once should have care- 
ful mental tests. The attitude and 
makeup of the accident-prone driv- 
er is one which modern psychiatry 
can be interested in. The accident- 
prone driver should also have very 
complete eye examinations. 


Plant-Starter 


The amateur gardener who likes 
to start her garden long before the 
frost is out of the ground now may 
obtain a portable plant starter in 
which to.grow early seedlings. This 
very modern little contrivance has a 
controlled heat unit so that the con- 
tents may be kept at a specified 
temperature. Two different sizes 
are available. A shelf arrangement 
with compartments makes it possi- 
ble to start different types of seeds 
in the one little hothouse.

Rudolf Serkin, 
Bohemian Pianist, 


With Symphony 


UDOLF. SERKIN, young Bo- 
R nemian pianist, will make his 

first appearances in St. Lotis 
with the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra, at its regular concerts in 
the Municipal Auditorium Opera 
House on Friday afternoon and 
Saturday evening. Noted as an in- 
terpreter of Beethoven, Serkin will 
play that composer’s “Emperor” 
Concerto with the orchestra. 

The Symphony, now on its sec- 
~ond-tourotthe season, is if Des

ish its séries of concerts at the 
University of Missouri, Columbia, 
tomorrow night.

Although Serkin began the study 
vf piano at the agé of 5 and his 
musical talent soon evidenced itself, 
his parents followed the advice of 
Alfred Gurenfeld, eminent Vien- 
nese pianist, and did not exploit 
him as a child wonder.

How far left he 
would go if he had free rein is 
gnknown; he certainly does not 
pretend to embrace the Com- 
munist philosophy. 

Like many a liberal executive 
he is believed to have been held in 
by conservative members of his 
party. The Mexican National 
Revolutionary party is no longer 
the crusading organization it was 
in the early days of Obregon and 
Calles. Like other petty bour- 
geois reform parties, prosperity 
has been too much for many of its 
rank and file; power and in some 
individual instances the great 
wealth that went with it, have led 
not only, to conservatism but, on 
occasion, to reaction.

As one of the two Roosevelt advisers who 
participated from the beginning in develop- 
ment of the proposal, and as a skillful 
lawyer and chief of counsel of the Govern- 
ment, having had the duty of defending 
before the Supreme Court those New Deal 
laws which were declared unconstitutional 
by the court, Cummings was the obvious 
choice for the job. | 

Presumably he was best equipped to state 
to the country the basic reasons on which 
President Roosevelt relies to justify the leg- 
islation intended: to permit him to appoint 
six new Justices with the possible result of 
increasing the membership of the court to 
15. The Attorney-General drafted the bill 
and understands it to the last semi-colon. 

His argument, boiled down to its essence, 
was that to meet the economic and social 
needs of the country the Supreme Court 
had to be changed. He reduced it all to 
this bare proposition when he argued, first, 
that “‘new blood should be infused into the 
judiciary’’; and, second, that amendment of 
the Constitution to specifically authorize the 
New Deal legislative program would cer- 
tainly take too long—and might not pass. 


“Background Material” 


Given at White House 

The stage had been set for Cummings’ ap- 
pearance at the ‘‘mike” by a White House 
press conference a few days earlier when 
reporters were given “background material.” 
One purpose of this device obviously was 
to scotch reports that the plan had been 
worked out by Prof. Felix Frankfurter of 
the Harvard Law School, Donald Richberg, 
former NRA. general counsel and later ad- 
ministrator, and other “brain trust” ad- 
visers of the President. . Such reputed origin 
had aroused resentment in members of Con- 
gress. 

The “background,” as givén to the re- 
porters, was that after the decision holding 
NRA unconstitutional (which was by unani- 
mous vote of the court, in May, 1935), the 
President had receivei many letters from 
all sections of the country demanding that 
something be done to overcome the effect 
of this decision» and legalize his plans for 
establishment of minimum wages, maximum 
hours and other labor regulations; that he 
referred all suggestions to Cummings and 
Solicitor-General Stanley F. Reed; that these 
two had been working on the problem ever 
since, and finally had come to the conclu- 
sions embodied in the proposal submitted to 
Congress. Solicitor Reed under the direction 
of Cummings had made the chief defense 
arguments in behalf of the New Deai taws 
held ree conadnes by the court; Cum- 
mings had appeared before the court only 
in the gold clause cases.

The first important point in the Attor- 
ney-General's argument, in line with a simi- 
lar general statement thade in the Presi- 
dent’s special message on the subject, was 
that in the Federal courts “the law's delays 
have become intolerable.”

“The court is abreast of its work,” a reso- 
lution of the Boston association said. “At 
the adjournment of court for the summer 
recess of 1936 not a single case which was 
then ready for argument remained unargued 
or undecided.”’ 

A resolution of the St. Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation added testimony on this point, saying 
the facts showed expeditious handling. of 
cases rather than delay. If there was delay 
in suits involving constitutional points, it 
was not the fault of the court, the resolution 
said, byt of the litigants, and sometimes the 
Government itself sought the delay.

The case could have been decided in two 
or three months, but, due to the failure of 
the Government to answer, no hearing has 
been held.

All attempts to 
find out why the Government has delayed 
these suita have been futile. The Postoffice 
Department says they are in the jurisdiction 
of the Department of Justice and the 
partment of Justice passes the buck back to 
the Postoffice Department.

This 
report, made im-January and covering the 
term of court ending with adjournment for 
the 1936 summer recess, said: ‘“‘Every case 
argued or submitted at the term was dis- 
posed of before adjournment.” It recited 
that 986 cases had been disposed of; a larger 
number than in any other year in the last 
10 except 1933 when 1025 were handled: 

In this connection, President Roosevelt 
had called attention in his message to Con- 
gress to the fact that the court rejected 
717 of the 867 petitions for review brought 
up on appeal. 

“Can it be said,” the President asked, 
“that full justice is achieved when a court 
is forced by sheer necessity of keeping up 
with its business to decline, without even an 


explanation, to hear 87 per cent of the cases: 


presented to it by private litigants?’”’ This 
of course implied that congestion in. the 
Supreme Court was resulting in denial of 
justice. 

But the opposition was enabled to and did 
quote the same report of the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral in complete refutation of the implication. 
This report showed that the cases in which 
review was denied were rejected not through 
press of work on the court, but were re. 


jected after examination, for lack of merit. 


That report. approved the statutory provi- 
sions enacted in 1925 which enable the Su- 
preme Court to exercise broad discretion in 
accepting cases for review, saying that a 
“great majority’’ of the applications for re- 
view did not possess sufficient merit to war- 
rant consideration. 

“It is quite erroneous,” the _ Solicitor- 
General said, “to regard the court as consti- 
tuted for the correction of error in every 
case. In the exercise of its. discretionary 
jurisdiction, under the Judiciary Act of 1925, 
it has become a court for the decision of 


important questions of general application, 


and for the settlement of conflicts in the 
decisions of other courts. The limitations 
of the court's statutory jurisdiction should 
be more carefully observed. Many petitions 
for writs of certiorari are filed, which in the 
light of settled practice must be regarded 
as entirely without merit.” 

“Prompt hearings and decisions were had 


in all cases of large public interest,” the re-. 


port said.

In this 
winter resort city there are 13 1i- 
censed trailer camps, witli a pres- 
ent population of more than 
5000 persons, which is expected 
to grow to 7000 before the sea- 
son ends. Taking into account 
the constant arrivals and depar- 
tures, it is estimated that more 
than 20,000 will visit- Miami by 
this method during th2 winter.

each trailer, many of which are 
equipped with shower baths. An 
awning On the side makes a porch. 
This camp accommodates’300 cars 
and trailers, with an average of 
three persons to a unit. In the 
center is a combination meat mar- 
ket, grocery, drug store and soda 
fountain. Some have community 
halls and swimming pools. Radios 
may not be turned on before 10 
&. mm. 

Many towns in Florida and else- 
where have established municipal 
trailer camps. Parking space rents 
for an average of about $1.50 a 
month, and in some instances that 
includes electricity. 

To be sure, not all the trailer 
ites live on the scale of the Pen- 
nocks, or on that of the retired 
railroad executive who had sold his 
yacht and purchased (for $8500) the 
lordly rubber-tired mansion which 
giistened on the fringe of the paim 
grove. Indeed, thousands are living 
in trailers because, they say, they 
cannot afford to live anywhere else. 
Many of the trailers are home- 
made. 

With pensions or fixed incomes 
of about $30 a month, they manage 
to eke out a living. The men find 
odd jobs, or occasiona) opportunities 
to work at their respective trades. 
Fish, caught by themselves, forms 
an important part of their diet, 

Some of the women make and 
sell rugs and needlework. The 
children solicit magazine subscrip- 
tions. They get plenty of air and 
sunshine. At least, they say, it is 
better than freezing or sweltering 
in a tenement: house. And it’s 
cheaper. 

But what about sanitation, fire 
and police protection, schooling for 
the chjldren, and the other aids and 
appurtenances of life in an ordered 
community? These and similar 
questions were propounded to 
Frank F. Stearns, zoning director 
of Miami. His answer follows: 

Trailer children may attend the 
public schools. Unless the parents 
are registered voters in the county, 
there is a tuition charge up to, and 
including, the sixth grade, of $4 a 
month; for the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades, $6 a month, and for 
the tenth, eleventh and twelfth 
grades, $8 a month. 

Trailer camps are Jicensed, and 
locations and sanitary conditions 
must be approved by the Board of 
Health. Trailers are not taxed, ex- 
cept for state license tags, as fol- 
lows: Up to 600 pounds, $5; 600 
to 4000 pounds, 75 cents a hundred 
pounds; above 4000 pounds, $1.50 
a hundred pounds. Individual trail- 
ers located outside a camp (three 
or more constitute a Moeensed camp) 
must pay $1 for a six-month per- 
mit, revocable at any time for cause, 

Fire and police protection are 
furnished inside the city limits. 

It is surprising that real 
estate brokers, hotel keepers and 
apartment hause owners have con- 
tinued to agitate for heavier taxes 
on trailers and camps. They con- 
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by the President and instructed in 
the use of their weapons by army 
men. The excuse usually heard is 
that this is being done to protect 
the peons from terrorism on the 
part of the landowners whose prop- 
erties have in part been taken from 
them under the land appropriation 
laws. Thie may be true, but the 
experience in Spain would indicate 
that when the poor have been given 
something and then equipped with 
weapons to defend it, they do not re- 
linguish their possessions lightly.

arming the peons’' minds, Teach- 
ers are sent out into the provinces 
and more teachers follow to teach 
the teachers. 

Besides the efforts of the Govern- 
ment to enlighten the masses are 
those of the artiste and intellectu- 
als. During the third week of this 
month the association of Mexican 
Revolutionary Writers and Paint- 
ers held their national congress at 
Mexico City. This group is not an 
avowed Communist organization by 
any means. It met in the Palace of 
Fine Arts, with its classic exterior 
and ita beautiful modern interior. 

There ig nothing “long haired” 
about these men and women—no 
odor of the Greenwich Village of 
the 1920's hovers over them, They 
have their feet in the soil of 
Mexico; they are propagandists and 
make no bones about it. There are 
many of them. And they paint 
their murals so the peasants and 
workers may see and understand 
and learn, and the writers write in 
the same fashion, These intellectu- 
als may play a great part in their 
country’s political development, 
They are, of course, accepted by 
Cardenas. <A military band  at- 
ten their first day's program and 
played both the Mexican national 
air and the International. 


Bulwark Against Fascism. 

Perhaps the greatest bulwark 
against Fascism in Mexico, as in 
every country, is the trade unions, 
best exemplified by the dominating 
federation of unions, the Confedera- 
tion of Mexican Workers. The con- 
federation is strong, militant and 
apparently well disciplined. Ags 4a 
comparative measure of its progres- 
siveness, it is the Mexican CIO, 
though apparently more “proleta- 
rian” than most American unions in 
attitude and reasoning. It does not 
advocate Communism and is not 
Marxist In the classic sense. It, too, 
has supported Cardenas, but though 
I asked several of its members if 
they were with Cardenas’ party, I 
was promptly told in each instance 
that they were union men and voted 
that way. One got the impression 
that these men believed in the the- 
ory of politica] action for labor and 
practiced it,

The heart of the present scheme, 
ag everyone knows by this time, is 
that provision which would enable 
the President to appoint a new 
Justice to the Supreme Court when- 
ever an incumbent Justice falied 
to retire within six months after 
reaching the age of 70; and it is 
not doubted or questioned that the 
President's enthusiasm for this pro- 
vision is based on the fortuitous 
circumstance that six of the e 
Justices“are in that class, and he 


would have the opportunity immedi- | tne 


ately to appoint six new members. 
There has been almost no objection 
voiced to the remainder of the 
Roosevelt proposals concerning the 
judiciary. 

This (Supreme Court) scheme 
was proposed only once before in 
the history of the country—in 1869, 
when it was defeated by the Sen- 
ate, It was not suggested in con- 
nection with any “similar measure” 
to which Cummings tied the names 
of the distinguished jurists and 
lawyers. 

Question of Injunctions. 

In the fourth place, Cummings 
argued that the scheme would in 
some way correct an evil resulting 
from issuance of injunctions by the 
Federal] courts. He said “the pow- 
ers of government are suspended 
by the automatic issues of injunc- 
tions commanding officers and 
agents to cease enforcing the laws 
of the United States until the weary 
round of litigation hag run its 
course,” . 

The opposition has made two an- 
swers to this. First, Congress it- 
self has wide powers to regulate 
and limit jurisdiction of the courts 
to issue injunctions.

Now here, at last, we have, in 458 
pages, every bit of verse left by the 
poetess. It would be foolish to at- 
tempt a sane appraisal of this body 
of writing, even if one were able to 
judge as from a serene height of 
time in keeping with a dependable 
sense of enduring human values. 

That there is a Dickinson cult is 
obvious; and it is not unreasonable 
to suspect that the cult was made 
possible and is protected by the pre- 
vailing time-mood, which favors the 
queer, the fragmentary, and even 
the unintelligible. , 

There must be large numbers of 
intelligent people, with consider- 
able literary experience and with 
more than average poetic apprecia- 
tion, who will close this book not a 
little perplexed.

BELOVED FRIEND. The Story of Tchaikow- 
sky and Nadejda von Meck.

HE story of the friendship be- 
T tween Tchaikowsky and _ the 

widow von Meck has been 
known, in outline, for years. The 
contribution claimed for “Beloved 
Friend” is additional information 
from the letters of Mme. von 
Meck, not published in the stand- 
ard biography of Tchaikowsky. 
These letters, the property of the 
von Meck family, were seized by 
the Soviet Government, and pub- 
lished for the first time, and in 
part only, as late as 1935. The in- 
terpretation of the letters has been 
directed by Barbara von Meck, a 
granddaughter by marriage of 
Tchaikowsky’s friend and patron. 
ee ee 
On the face of it, that friendship 
between the musician and his 


i wealthy admirer seems to demand 


an explanation. For 13 years they 
corresponded. Tchaikcwsky ad- 
dressed Mme. von Meck as “my 
sweet, dear, priceless friend,” and 
she aswered him with “my dear, be- 
loved, wonderful friend.” Receiving 
from Mme. von Meck, to begin with, 
generous payment for small musical 
commissions, Tchaikowsky found 
himself borrowing large sums from 
her, accepting a handsome endow- 
ment, year after year, living on 
her estate at Brailov, having her 
pay Colonne, in Paris, to ‘play his 
works so as to make them known 
in Western Euro ,e. Yet they met 
only once, face to face, and then 
by chance and without a word be- 
ing exchanged. In the end, after 
corresponding for years about mu- 
sic, love, health and everyday af- 
fairs, they were separated by Mme. 
voh Meck’s decision to end the 
friendship and cea:. writing. 

The authors of “Beloved Friend” 
offer their explanation. ‘Though 
Nadejda von Meck was the moth- 
er of 12 children and 45 years old 
when the friendship started, she 
was still passionate. “Insisting 
vociferously that she was an old 
woman whose life was done, (she) 
had enough fire in her for 10.. .” 
Regarding one of her letters of 
1879, in which she tells Tchaikow- 
sky about her jealousy of his young 
wife, this is said: “It was the letter 
of a woman to a man, a woman 
deeply enamored...” And yet she 
seemed content with photographs 
of her “beloved friend,” with news 
of his musical progress and with 
the assurance that her money gave 
him freedom and leisure to com- 
pose. She was “one of those rare 
women who are capable of feeling 
that a man’s work is more import- 
ant than any persenal attachment.”

For Tchaikowsky himself, an- 
other reason must be found. When 
he wrote to Nadejda “I owe you 
everything,” he thought of the se- 
curity her money provided for him, 
the encouragement of her friend- 
ship, the chance she so abundant- 
ly gave him to write without worry 
or the necessity of hackwork. He 
was “nothing but his music,” as she 
came to realize, and for its sake 
was her willing almsman. 

The additional explanation that 
is given of Tchaikowsky’s remote- 
ness appears, like similar explana- 
tions freely offered today, to need 
much more proof thar the authors 
advance, It may be true that 
Tchaikowsky was abnornial and 
that a conspiracy of silence has 
hidden the fact: but something 
more the: the mere statement is 
needed to substantiate the charge, 
and every reference in the quoted 
letters, interpreted along this line,

George Slocombe, surveying “the 
dange-ous sea,” does not forget its 
many strata of ancient history, 
but he is more concerned with its 
immediate past, its present and its 
future. Momentous developments 
again are under way in the Medi- 
terranean region. The ancient bat- 
tleground is the new battleground 
where Fascism seeks dominance. 
War rages in Spain, Italy’s threat 
in the narrow sea is the most stag- 
gering challenge since Britannia be- 
gan to rule the waves. Elsewhere, 
the Mediterranean map is spotted 
with danger points: Palestine, the 
Balkans, Northern Africa, Suez, the 
Arab lands. 

Mr. Slocombe, well known as a 
war correspondent and writer on 
world affairs, checks off each coun- 
try bordering on or wielding influ- 
ence in the Mediterranean, and 
gives a brief history of its particu- 
lar role in. the international drama 
centering there. These are compact 
and meaty chapters; their net ef- 
fect is one of continual strife and 
change in the historic arena. Then 
follow his conclusions and specula- 
tions on the effects of the latest 
developments. 

The rise of the new Roman Em- 
pire is a threat to France, @ndan- 
gering that country’s resources of 
oil and colonial troops. It is a greater 
threat to his own country, the writ- 
er says, for Italy now is “in a posi- 
tion to sever the great trade routes 
between Great Britain and the 
East,” on which the solidarity of 
the Empire depends.

very important thing thie strike has 
brought about is that for the first time 
the millions who ride in ears have 
been forced to concentrate their atten- 
tion on the men who make them. 
The ensuing individual accounts of 
life on the conveyor belt are assembled 
in an attempt still further to clarify 
public impressions of these men— 
their personalities, their outlook, and 
the environment partly responsible for 
both. The individuals were in every 
case selected entirely at random. Most 
of them are (or were) employes of 
General Motors plants in Michigan and 
Missouri. No effort was made in the 
case of strikers to ascertain before- 
hand whether or not their opinion co- 
incided with those of their leaders. 
The ylews which they express tend to 
substantiate the impression that this 
strike ‘has been an expression of col- 
lective opinion and not of the leaders’ 


coercion. None of- the men who were 


approached for interviews gave the im- 
pression that he went out on strike re- 
luctantly. The writer was not inter- 
ested in ascertaining this or in prov- 
ing this point. He wanted to discover 
objectively the psychological and phys- 
ical atmosphere which forms the back- 
ground for this industrial war. 

In order to get a vivid impression of 


this it was necessary to visit plants . 
‘where men were working, see them at 


work, talk to them in their own 
houses, talk to those now out on strike 
about the specific jobs they held before 
they were called out. In most cases the 
men were asked specifically what they 
think about. while they are working. 
‘Production lines may differ in de- 
tail, but certain important factors are 
common to all of them. Some put out 
high-p cars and move siowly 
enough to give workers a chance to 
show a certain amount of craftsman- 
ship. Most move as fast as possible, 
putting out as many as 7000 care a 
day, thus forcing each man to concen- 
trate not on skill but. on speed, The 
monotony of this process is proverbial 
and has long been recognized as a 
problem by industrial experts. - 


HE atmosphere of a production 

line is clouded by the merging of 

terrific noises whose effect no 
amount of habit can reduce, All pro- 
duction lines have this in common, as 
well as their inexorable system of 
standardization. There must be no 
waste, virtually no attempt at individ- 
ual superiority. Speed is regulated ac- 
cording to a so-called “efficient aver- 
age.’ Insofar as possible, men are 


chosen to fit that specific routine ta. 


which they are naturally best adapted. 

To the casual observer the assembly 
line always moves very slowly. As a 
matter of fact it seldom attains a 
speed of more than 12 feet a minute. 
But for the man on the line this in- 
volves a relentiess tension. He is sit- 
uated at some point on an endless 
chain. He has a specific job to do. If 
he fails to get it done in time and the 
car is tagged for the repair pit (often 
as a result of purely mechanical difi- 
culties, over which the individual 
worker has no control), the slip is 
likely to count against him. No mat- 
ter how much dexterity and skill a 
man may have, the production line 
makes it impossible for him to get 
ahead of the job. All he can hope to 
do is to keep up.’ The lines does not 


halt except for repairs. Often such 


halts are followed by an accelerated 


speed, invisible to the eye, but plainly - 


registered..in aching muscles and 
straining nerves. ~

vidual worker does not have a physi- 
cally strenuous task. Machinery does 
the heavy work. It is the constant repe- 
tition and the fatigue induced Sy mon- 
otony and lack of food, rest or inter- 
est, that causes the line to become ob- 
noxious to its human “moving parte.” 

Most of these men are young—20 to 
36 years old. Few are hired after 
they are 40. Only a few men.of con- 
siderable skill and experience are re- 
tained much after that age for preei- 
sion work. It is impossible to describe 


each operation that goes on in an auto-— 


mobile plant, for there are literally 
hundreds of them. Suffice it to say 
most of the jobs are listed as “un- 
skilled or semi-skilled.” Usually such 
men fail to be rehired after a season- 
al lay-off when they have become too 
old to stand the gaff. And the only 
requirement for most jobs is agility. 

Industrial diseases frequent among 
automobile workers are seldom due to 
strenuous work, though 58-pound 
crankshafts are moved by hand. 
Hernia is rare. Lead poisoning, oil 
dermatitis and silicosia are the leading 
medical problems. How mueh atten- 
tion is paid to nervous diseases is not 
known. Apparently men who become 
nervously affected drop out -_ look 
for other jobs. 


AKE the case of one of the 
healthiest men encountered in 
this survey. He is a man of 24.

In France, however, the story of the 
lighted romance has become rather 

ell known since the secretary ob- 
tained his revenge against the former 
Kaiser and his wife, whom he blamed 
for blocking his courtship. The dis- 
gruntled suitor accomplished this by 
writing a series of stories for a Paris 
newspaper that purported to give an 
account of his romance and to reveal 
some of the former Kaiser’s tempera- 
mental peculiarities. 

The newspaper stories have elicited 
neither public protest nor denial. 
And there are some persons in 
Doorn, Holland, where the former rul- 
er of Germany maintains an estate, 
who say the Princess Carmo von 
Schoeneich-Carolath seemed most un- 
happy there after the secretary, 
George Martin Wunderlich, left. They 
also point out that her wedding to 
the industrialist, Hugo Hartung Jr., 
came only six days after the announce- 
ment of the engagement. 

This wedding of the 26-year-old 
princess and the 28-year-old common- 
er was a simple affair held in, the city 
ball at Berlin and attended only by 
the bride’s oldest brother and the 
bridegroom’s father. When the bride 
and bridegroom emerged, a large 
trowd showered them with flowers. 
There were cheers for the “General,” 
that being the nickname the Princess’ 
tepfather had conferred on her de- 
tause of her attempts to supervise his 
activities in Doorn. 

The German newspapers reviewed 
the histories of both families most ex- 
haustively, but there was no mention 
of the brief communique issued Au- 
gust 20,, 1935, from Saabor Castle, 
ancestral home of the bride's family in 
Silesia, Prussia. That typewritten 
sheet, stating that rumors of the Prin- 
cess’ impending engagement to Wun- 
Gerlich were “entirely unfounded,” 
bore the Princess’ signature, but was 
shown to newspaper men by the Prin- 
cess mother. The signature was so 
crawling that the assembled corre- 
spondents regarded it as mute evi- 
dence of the emotion that shook the 
signer’s hand.

_ them good-by and retreated in good 
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among orchards, lying in the foothills 
south of the Dibra and below Lake 
Okrida on the Serbian frontier.

When the contract is 
signed, the marriage is legal. 

In this manner, Ahmet Mati mar- 
ried the daughter of Shefket Bey Ei- 
bassani. Naturally, he had never seen 
her. Her name is Fatima. Almost 
nothing else is known about her. This 
marriage contract, intended to open 
for her the door between girlhood and 
womanhood, resulted practically in 
burying her alive, a victim of the fail- 
ure of all human efforts to foresee the 
future. 

Ahmet and his companion continued 
their journey toward Viora. All the 
brains and feudal power of Albania as- 
sembied secretly in Kemal Pasha’s 
house, and Ahmet first appeared as a 
national political force there. No min- 
utes of the discussions were kept. Ah- 
met was one of the men standing firm- 
ly for a modern republic, and his fac- 
tion carried the assembly. 

Albania was still nominally a part 
of Turkey, and no foot of Albanian 
soil except the Mati was in either 
Turkish or Albanian possession when 
Kemal Pasha Viora and these chiefs 
from all Albania suddenly appeared on 
the balcony of his house. To the 
amazed crowd massing in the street 
he read the Declaration of Independ- 
ence of the Albanian Republic.

Ahmet later was one of the framers 
and signers of the Constitution of the 
Albanian Republic. In a year he was 
leading the genuine radical movement 
in Albania.
